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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on December 19, 2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 34-56, 58-67, and 70-76 (now respectively renumbered 1-7, 12-16, 8, 9, 1 1, 10, 
17-40) are allowed. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art discloses an image pickup system comprising a commander, a video 
camera and a display, wherein at least the commander is shaped so as to be held by a user in one 
hand and used for controlling the video camera. 

However, the closest prior art does note or fairly suggest wherein the commander 
includes a microphone that extendible and retractable, wherein an extending position and a 
retracting position switches an operation mode of the image pickup system.
